H e dropped in

large dead pine tree that wa s par­ 
tia lly burned by the fires that re­ 
cently raged in the forest throug h­ 
out that section of the territory. 
The lower portion of the dead tree 
wais covered with rosin and to this 
tree 
the two victims were tied. 
Fa g ots w’ere piled about them, and 
wfithout a ny ceremony, 
wane set 
afire by the mob. 
The ilames shot up into the air, 
and the black smoke concea led from 
view the writhing forms of the 
tw o Indians. 
The fire burned for 
half an hour, and when it spent it­ 
self there wa s nothing left but the 
charred remains of the heads and 
trunks of tw o huma n beings.
